INTENSIFIES MENACE} 


The public menace in the coal 
situation was made more acute and 
more serious at the beginning of 
July by the strike of the federated: 

0 in the railroad service 
— strike against a wage decisi 
made by the Railroad Labor Boa 
directly affecting approximately 
400,000 men. The justice of the 
decision is not for discussion here. 
This decision has been lost sight 
of in subsequent developments. In 
any event, it was always possible 
to appeal for rehearing and the 
submission of new evidence and 
it is always a safe assumption that 
a government agency of adjust- 
ment deciding unjustly will be 
quick to make right any wrong. 

The Rallroad Labor was 
created by Congress for ex- 
press purpose of heari and de- 
ciding disputes betwen the carriers 
and their employees, so that no 
lead to an inter- 
ruption in terstate orta- 
tion.

DESERTED TRAINS 
REVEAL CRUELTY 


Thus the narrative brings us to 
the present moment but it has not 
included developments which have 
heightened the government's con- 
cern. Sympathetic strikes have 
developed here and there, seriously 
impairing interatate commerce. 
Deserted transcontinental trains 
Lin the desert regions of the South- 
west have revealed the cruelty and 
contempt for law on the part of 
some railway employees who have 
conspired to paralyze transporta- 
tion: and lawlessness and violence 
in a hundred places have revealed 
the failure of the striki unions 
to hold their forces to law ob- 
servance. Men who refused to 
strike and’ who have braved insult 
and assault and risked their lives 
to serve a public need have been 
cruelly attacked and wounded or 
killed. 

Men seeking word and guards 
attempting to protect lives and 
property, even officers of tite Fed- 
eral government have been as- 
saulited, humiliated, and hindered 
in their duties. Strikers have 
armed themselves and gathered in 
mobs about rallraad shops to offer 
armed violence to any man at- 
tempting to go to work. There is 
a state of lawlessness shocking to 
and order and violating the A= 
ished guarantees of American 
freedom. At no tied has the Fed- 
era] been unready or 
unwilling to give its support to 
maintain law and order and re- 
strain violence, bunt in no case has 
State authority confessed ite ina- 
bility to cope with the situation and 
asked for Federal assistance. 

Under these onditione of hin- 
drance and intimidation there has 
been such a lack of care of motive 
power that the deterioriation of 
locomotive and noncompliance 


with the safety requirements 
of the law are threatening the 
breakdown of the transportation. 


This very serious menace is mag- 
nified by the —— of losses to 


fruit growérs and 

parable losses to farmers who de- 
pend on transportation ‘to market 
their grains at harvest time. 

Even worse, it_is hindering the 
transport of available coal when 
industry is on the verge of pa- 
ralysis because of a coal shortage 
and life and health are menaced 
by a coal famine in the great cen- 
ters of population. Surely the 
ihreatening conditions must im- 
press the Congress and the country 
that no body of men whether lim- 
ited in numbers and responsibility 
for railway management or power- 
ful in numbers end consisting of 
the necessary forces in operation, 
shall be permitted to choose a 
course which imperils public wel- 
fare. Neither organizations of em- 
ployers or Working men's unions 
may responsibility. When 
related to a public service the mere 
responsibility and public interest 
transcends .that of either grouped 
eapitad Or organised labor. 


‘UNIONS DENY MEN' 
RIGHT TO LABOR 


Another development is so sig- 
nificant that the hardships of the 
moment may well be endured to 
rivet popular attention to the ne- 
Cessary settiements. It \is funda- 
mental to all freedom that all men 
have unquestioned rights to law 
fb] pursuits, to work and to live 


to happiness. In these strikes, 
these rights have been depied by 
Assault and violence, armed 
lawlessness. In many communi- 
ties the municipal aythorities have 
winked at these violations, until 
1 y is a mockery and the law 
* ter community tempt. 
It is fair fo say that the great 
mass of organized workmen do 
not approve but they seem helpless 
to hinder. These conditions can- 
not remain in free America. If 
free men cannot toil according to 
their own lawful choosing, all 
constitutional guarantees, born of 
democracy, are surrendered to 
mobocracy 
100,000,000 is surrendered*to the 
small minority which would have 
no law. 
It is not my thought to ask 
to deal with these funda- 
mental problems at this time. No 
hasty action would contribute ‘to 
the solution of the present critical 
situation. There is existing law 
by which to settle the prevailing 
disputes, There are statutes for- 
bidding conspiracy to hinder in- 
terstate commerce. There are laws 
to Assure the highest possible safe- 
ty in railway service. it is my 
purpose to invoke these laws, civil 
ane criminal, against all offenders 
alike. 
The legal safeguarding against 
| like menaceés in the future must be 
worked, out when no passion sways, 
when no prejudice influences, when 
the whole probem may be ap- 
praised and the public welfare 
may be asserted against any and 
every interest which assumes au- 
thority beyond that of the govern- 
ment itself. One*specifie thing I 
must ask at your hands at the 
earliest possible moment. There 
is pending.a bill to provide for 
the better protection of aliens and 
for the enforcement of their treaty 
rights. It is a measures in short, 
to create a jurisdiction for the 
Federal courts through which the 
national government will have ap- 
propriate power to protect aliens 
in the rights secured to them un- 
Ger treaties and to deal with

He 
declared that it puts our govern- 
ment in the pusillanimous position 
to make definite engagements to 
protect aliens and then to excuse 
the failure to perform the engage- 
ments by an explanation that the 
duty to keep them is in States or 
cities not within our control. It 
we would promise, we must put 
ourselves in a position to perform 
our promise. We cannot permit 
the possible failure of justice due 
to local prejudice in any State or 
municip@l government, to expose 
us to the risk of war which might 
be avoided if Federal jurisdiction 
were assured by suitable legislation 
by Congress. 

My renewal of this oft-made 
recommendation is impelled by a 
pitiable sense of Federal impotence 
to deal with the shocking crime at 
Herrin, III., which so recently 
shamed and horrified the country. 
In that butchery of human beings, 
wrought in madness, it is alleged 
that two aliens were .murdered. 
This act adds to the outraged 
sense of American juamice and hu- 
miliation which lies in the Federal 
government's confessed lack of au- 
thority to punish unalterable crime. 

Had it happened in any other 
land than our own and the wrath 
of righteous justice were not effec- 
tively exp d. we should have 
pitied the civilization that would 
tolerate and sorrowed for the gov- 
ernment, unwilling or unable to 
mete out just punishment. 

I have felt the deep current of 
popular resentment that the Fed- 
eral government has not sought to 
efface this blot from our)\national 
shield, that the Federal govern- 
ment has been tolerant of the 
mockery of local inquiry and the 
failure of justice in Illinois. It 
js the regrettable truth that the 
Federal government cannot act 
under the law. But the destowal 
of the jurisdiction necessary to en- 
able Federal courts to act appro- 


priately will open the wgy to pun- 
ish barbarity and butch at Her- 
rin or where, no matter in 


whose name or for what purpose 
the insufferable outrage is com- 
mitted.

In the weeks of patient confer- 
ence and attempts at settiement, 
T have come to appraise another 
element in the engrossing ‘indus- 
trial dispute of which it is only 
fair to take cognizance. It is in 
some degree responsible; for the 
strikes and has hindered attempts 
at adjustment. I refer to the war- 
fare on the unions of labor. The 
government has no sympathy or 
ap for this element of dis- 
cord in the ranks of industry. Any 
legislation in the future must be 
mas free from this element cf trou- 
ble making as it is from labor ex- 
tremists who strive for class domi- 
nation. We recognize these organ- 
izations in the law and we must, 
acc : m incalculable 
contribution to labor’s uplift. 

It is of the publiie interest to 
preserve them and profit ty the 
good that ia in them, but we must 
check the abuses and the excesses 
which conflict with public interest, 
precisely as we have been progres- 
sively legislating to prevent capi- 
talistic, corporate, or managerial 
domination which is contfary to 
public welfare. e also recognize 
the right of employers and em- 
ployees alike, within the lav. to 
establish their methods of con- 
ducting * to choose their 
employment nd to determine 
their relations with each other.
